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President  Charles  Wesley  Flint 
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Y  greetings;  to  the  class  of  1920  and  its  friends!  Your  training  this  year 
and  next  is  no  more  significant  than  that  of  a  few  years  ago  but  it  seems 
so:  it  is  more  apparent  and  yon  are  more  aware  of  it.  Yon  are  securing 
that  training  at  the  old  ( 'ornell. 

Cornell  lias  a  peculiar  place  mid  distinct  mission.  First,  it  is  a  Col- 
lege. In  the  division  of  labor  between  Colleges  and  Universities,  the 
former  aim  for  breadth,  lor  the  fundamentals,  and  the  latter  strive  for 
ioeii>.  lor  the  specialties.  Complementary,  each  necessary  to  the  other,  the  Uni- 
versity with  technical  efficiency  and  skill  and  professional  or  graduate  preparation 
for  the  vocation  uppermost,  atmospheres  constantly  with  materialism,  worthy,  proper 
and  iieeessarv:  the  College,  in  no  way  unfitting  but  in  a  most  essential  manner  pre- 
paring for  such  training,  atmospheres  a  man  constantly  with  idealism  and  thereby 
saves  the  world — including  the  Universities. 

Colleges  are  charged  then  with  creating,  propagating  and  maintaining  personal 
and  national  ideals  as  their  peculiar  service.  Furnishing  the  teachers,  or  teachers  of 
teachers,  for  the  High  and  Public  School-,  and  furnishing  the  leading  scholars  for  the 
professional  and  technical  institutions,  they  are  privileged  to  surcharge  our  whole 
national  life  with  their  cardinal  principles  and  ideals. 

('ornell  has  not  failed  in  this  duty.  By  her  fruits  she  is  known  and  by  those 
alone  she  must  stand  or  fall.  Her  graduates  and  non-graduates  have  met  heroically. 
nobly,  successfully  the  demands  of  peace  and  war.  The  service  flag  of  peace  has 
been  as  large  and  closely  Idled  as  has  the  service  flag  of  war.  Service  is  Cornell's 
synonym;  leadership  in  service  has  been  her  pride  and  joy. 

Your  training  is  of  tremendous  significance  for  you  face  mighty  issues  and 
titanic  struggles.  Materialism  apparently  ousted  by  the  idealism  which  finally 
forced  us  into  the  war,  has  been  sinking  its  talons  deep  into  the  national  soul.  Can 
we  shake  it  off? 

Reconstruction  will  lind  us  markedly  better  or  worse.  If  we  cannot  translate 
and  transmute  the  idealism  of  the  war's  causes,  the  idealism  which  welded  us  into 
nationality,  into  the  reconstruction  terms  and  peace  conditions,  materialism  will 
return  sevenfold  upon  us.  and  we  will  have  missed  the  Pentecost  of  our  Calamity. 

You  arc  called  to  a  higher  and  more  inclusive  ideal — the  service  of  mankind. 
Your  horizons  have  been  extended:  the  field  of  service  is  no  longer  delimited;  it  !- 
no  longer  hounded  on  the  north,  south,  east  and  west.  You  are  servants  of  civiliza- 
tion, not  of  a  mere  kultiir;  Professor  La  Horre  of  Louvain  distinguishes  the  latter 
as  national  and  the  former  as  international.  For  the  new  era.  ushered  in  by  the 
bombs  and  bayonets,  shells  ami  gas  of  the  world's  worst  war.  you  are  summoned  to 
a  keener  insight  ami  understanding,  to  broader  and  deeper  foundations,  and  to  a 
wider  knowledge  and  sympathy  than  any  who  have  preceded.  Yon  must  he  more  to 
do  as  much;  you  must  know  more  to  be  as  learned. 

So  the  war  and  reconstruction  challenge  you!  Cornell  believes  in  yon!  ('or- 
nell stakes  her  reputation  on  you  !

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UCH  has  been  said,  aiid  mi  doubi  much  more  will  be  said,  about  the  success  or 
i  l\  failure  of  rhe  Student  Army  Training  Corps.  These  familiar  with  units  in  those 
schools  which  were  big  enough  in  spirit,  loyalty,  and  patriotism,  to  have  grasped 
at  the  outset  the  important  idea  behind  the  whole  movement  "ill  have  little  but 
words  of  praise  for  it  :  those  less  fortunate  who  were  connected  with  schools, 
the  heads  of  which  were  unable,  in  this  emergency  faced  by  our  Country,  to  give 
up  for  the  time  being  at  least  the  exercise  of  their  customary,  and  at  times, 
despotic  power,  in  order  to  make  the  movement  a  success  will  have  naught  but  ill  to  speak 
of  it.  Owing  to  the  serious  epidemic  of  Spanish  Influenza  that  came  with  its  initial  or- 
ganization, seriously  disrupting  the  work,  along  with  the  circumstance  that  it  was  an  in- 
novation   requiring   students    to   study    under   conditions   wholly    different    from    anything 

they  had  I n  accustomed  to,  together  further  with  the  fact  that  the  plan  was  in  operation 

but  such  a  short  time,  a  fair  trial  of  the  system  was  not  secured. 

Considering  the  obstacles  met  ami  overcome,  the  S.  A.  T.  t '.  at  Cornell  College  was  a 
success,  and  had  the  plan  continued  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year,  it  would  have 
accomplished  its  mission  in  a  manner  that  would  have  been  completely  satisfactory  not 
only  to  the   War   Department,  but   to  student  and  College. 

The  student  who  performed  his  duty  as  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  T  C,  performed  his 
duty  as  a  soldier  for  his  Government,  anil  more  cannot  be  said  of  any  soldier  than  that 
he  performed  his  duty.  Had  the  war  continued  for  another  year,  the  Government  would 
have  needed  thousands  of  additional  officers,  and  the  War  Department  realizing  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  College  or  University  education  in  the  development  of  that  self  reliance 
and  initiative  so  necessary  to  make  a  successful  army  officer,  determined  that  the  young 
men  of  College  and  University  standing,  could  better  serve  their  Government  by  carrying 
on  their  scholastic  work  preparatory  to  entering  an  officers'  training  school:  the  plan  was 
so  worked  out  that  every  member  of  the  S.  A.  T.  ('..  with  a  few  exceptions  in  technical 
lines,  would  have  been  in  active  service  before  the  completion  of  the  school  year,  a  body 
of  them  going  out  each  three  months.  In  time  of  need,  all  citizens  are  equally  under  obli- 
gations to  discharge  the  responsibilities  of  citizenship,  and  in  the  discharge  of  those  duties, 
it  is  incumbent,  upon  them  to  serve  wherever  the  Government  feels  they  can  be  of  great- 
est service.  All  would  have  preferred  the  glory  of  actual  combat,  and  to  those  who  were 
not  permitted  to  meet  the  enemy  face  to  face,  the  performance  of  theit  duty  was  the  most 
difficult. 

In  conclusion.  I  want  to  say  a  word  personally  about  Cornell  College.  I  came  here  in 
September  of  last  year,  before  College  opened,  and  1  an:  frank  to  admit  that  my  first  im- 
pressions were  not  the  most  favorable:  but  with  the  opening  of  the  College,  my  feelings 
underwent  a  decided  change,  and  today  there1  is  perhaps  a  no  more  ardent  Cornell  booster 
than  myself:  next  to  my  own  Alma  Mater,  comes  Cornell.  Cornell  students  have  every 
right  to  feel  proud  of  their  College:  ami  Cornell  College  has  every  right  to  feed  proud  of 
its  strident  body.  I  am  glad  that  I  have  served  with  and  for  you,  and  I  predict  for  this 
school  a  future  large  and  glorious,  one  even  greater  in  its  service  and  success  than  any 
of  us  dream  of  at  present.  The  future  will  he  an  age  of  service  more  than  anything  else. 
and  in  this  age.  Cornell  promises  to  take  its  place  toward  the  top  of  the  list.

Tin-  Cornell  unit  was  organized  hi  October  1st.  191S,  under  the  direction  of 
('apt.  Walter  L.  Tooze,  Jr.  When  the  Captain  arrived  in  Mt.  Vernon  be  had  no 
forms  or  organization  to  work  with.  He  went  directly  to  the  Chicago  Zone 
Supply  Officer,  secured  his  materia]  and  was  back  on  the  ground  with  every  de- 
tail organized  to  go  "over  the  top''  on  schedule.  The  "zero  hour''  October  1st.  found  250 
college  boys  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  Uncle  Sam.  tired  with  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
supposed  bloody  future  before  them  and  ready  for  any  fate  that  migh!  befall  them.  The 
first  adventure  befell  them  at  once.  It  was  mess — the  first  of  a  long  succession  of  the  best 
stuff  Uncle  Sam  ever  fed  a  rookie.     The  memories  of  it — oh  Boy! 

Captain  Tooze  made  an  ideal  Commanding  Officer.  He  was  thorough,  quick  to  act 
and  to  accomplish.  His  strict  discipline  and  nniiily  qualities  asserted  themselves  in  the 
impartial  manner  in  which  he  conducted  his  cantonment.  He  knew  just  what  to  expect  of 
a  man  and  usually  achieved  if.  One  thing  outstanding  concerning  Capt.  Tooze  which  i; 
truly  remarkable  is  the  harmony  and  co-operation  thai  existed  between  himself  and  th( 
college  authorities. 

1st  Lieut.  Charles  II.  Obye  was  appointed  Senior  Military  Instructor,  which  capacity 
he  tilled  until  1st  Lieut.  William  Saunders  was  transferred  to  this  unit  from  Camp  Hodge. 
Enough  cannot  be  said  in  telling  of  the  marvelous  things  which  these  men  accomplished 
(n  such  a  short  time.  One  needs  only  to  point  to  the  bunch  of  green  "awkwards"  on 
October  1st  and  then  turn  to  the  men  departing  on  December  15th — every  man  worthy  to 
be  called  a  soldier  of  the  U.  S.  A.  Both  officers  had  personalities  that  would  bring  the 
best  results  from  men  in  a  short  time.  We  will  not  soon  forget  Obye's  knock-out  sarcasm, 
and  Saunders'  "lion'  Move!" 

We  did  not  see  much  of  Lieut.  Fulton  on  the  drill  field,  for  his  duties  as  Adjutant 
kept  him  busy  with  the  company  papers.  We  can  thank  him  for  the  promptness  in  getting 
the  various  papers  to  headquarters  on  time  ami  getting  the  pay-rolls  back  so  quickly. 
Lieut.  Mershon  was  the  leader  of  the  4th  Platoon,  and  he  sure  was  all  for  us.  Whenever 
he  took  the  men  to  the  gym  for  a  workout  he  was  a  "good  scout"  as  well  as  a  "Lieuy." 
Lieut.  Lewis,  an  expert  marksman. was  not  able  to  tench  us  his  line  art  of  shooting.  A 
site  had  been  selected  near  the  Palisades  for  a  range,  but  just  then  the  Armistice  spoiled 
all  the  fun.  ('apt.  Hunter  of  the  Medical  Department  deserves  much  credit  for  his  work. 
He  has  handled  more  than  six  thousand  cases  in  the  army  without  the  loss  of  a  single 
life.  At  one  time  one-third  of  the  company  was  on  the  sick  list  on  account  of  the  "Flu," 
hut  he  brof  us  all   thru  safe  and   sound.     "Xuf  soil." 

Every  man  of  us  stands  by  every  officer  and  every  private  in  the  company.  There 
has  been  a  bond  of  fellowship  between  us  that  we  can  never  forget.  The  barracks  and 
Infirmary  are  empty,  the  quarantines  and  limits  of  the  campus  are  forgotten,  and  the 
"Hwun.  two.  three,  hfour"  is  silent.  The  unpleasant  memory  of  inconveniences  will  slip 
away— but  never  that  old  pull  of  the  real  fellowship.

To  the  Officers  and  Men  of  Cornell  College  S.  A.  T.  C: 

!t  is  with  deep  regrel  that  District  Headquarters  sees  the  demobilization  of  these 
units  which,  bad  the  war  continued,  were  destined  to  become  such  important  factors 
in  the  future  of  the  American  army.  We  feel  a  particular  interest  in  Cornell  Col- 
lege for  the  reason  that  the  harmony  and  co-operation  existing  there  lias  I u  mos1 

noticeable  and  has  reduced  the  work  of  headquarters  to  a  minimum  so  far  as  super- 
\  ision  was  concerned. 

The  writer  personally  had  occasion  to  visit  your  unit,  and  was  much  impressed 
with  the  morale  and  military  courtesy  and  discipline  exhibited  by  the  men.  This 
speaks  well  both  for  the  officers  and  nun.  individually  and  collectively.  Yon  have 
been  soldiers  in  the  service  of  the  United  States;  you  have  dime  your  duty  as  sol- 
diers; the  liist  thing  a  soldier  learns  is,  to  do  his  duty,  and  in  performing  that  duty, 
he  must  perform  it  in  the  way  directed  by  superior  authority.  We  would  all  have 
preferred  active  service  overseas,  hut  it  is  not  what  we  prefer  that  counts,  but  what 
the  Government  prefers  us  to  do.  You  can  all  leave  the  service  with  the  feeling 
lhat  you  have  done  your  full  and  complete  duty;  no  man  can  do  more.

Here  the  girls  displayed  their  kindred  spirit  by  voluntarily  afflicting  themselves  with  the 
same  spraying  mixture  meted  out  to  the  men.  Some  of  the  mosl  loyal  ones  even  went  so 
far  as  to  contract  sympathetic  cases  of  the  despised  disease. 

Then  came  the  mutual  rejoicing  when  quarantine  restrictions  were  eventually  lifted, 
and  infatuated  couples  during  the  few  swt"'t  hours  of  liberty  could  again  wander  at  random 
on  moonli!  evenings,  far  beyond  the  irksome  restraints  of  the  all  loo  popular  and  populous 
campus.  When  on  a  Sunday  evening  the  rank  and  file  of  the  company  were  confined  to  the 
interior  of  the  library  for  purposes  of  intellectual  improvement,  the  rookies  will  never 
forget  how  soothingly  the  gentle  strains  of  female  voices  dispelled  their  army  cares.  The 
courageous  conduct  of  these  gentle  serenaders  cannot  lie  lauded  too  highly  :  not  a  single 
private  in  the  battalion  would  have  dared  to  risk  the  wrath  of  his  superiors  by  such  a 
breach  of  discipline  as  these  undaunted  singers  so  daringly  perpetrated.  <  Mi  public  occa- 
sions likewise  the  fair  co-eds  exercised  their  vocal  talents  in  demonstration  of  their 
sympathetic  spirit.

But  the  occupants  of  the  seats  in  the  gallery  of  the  chapel  auditorium  were  not  con- 
tent merely  to  accompany  the  soldiers  in  their  more  joyous  m Is  ami  leisure  moments. 

The  staunch  hand  of  co-eds  were  determined  to  share  in  the  more  rigorous,  stern  realities 
of  the  actual  training  anil  daily  routine.  They  demanded  a  cadet  company  of  the  fairer 
sex.  and  under  the  command  of  Captain  Tooze.  Lieutenant  Obye,  or  any  other  officer  who 
could  free  himself  from  encumbering  duties  at  their  drill  hour,  they  proceeded  to  master 
the  intricate  details  of  the  Infantry  Drill  Regulations.  So  rapid  was  their  progress  and 
so  efficient  their  organization  that  their  fame  spread  over  the  entire  state,  and  they  lie- 
came  noted  as  the  Cornell  Battalion  of  Death.

OOKIXG  back  on  the  football  season  just  past  and  considering  the  turbulent 
events  of  the  war  that  were  taking  place  in  urn-  national  affairs  just  at  this 
time  we  can  gladly  say  that  we  are  justly  proud  of  the  men  that  repre- 
sented Cornell  on  the  gridiron.  We  are  proud  of  the  football  men  who 
chose  to  serve  our  country  at  homo  and  abroad  and  in  serving  it  they  glori- 
fied Cornell  and  her  spirit,  by  proving  their  worth  and  her  pride  in  them. 
The  beginning  of  the  season  found  Cornell  with  just  one  veteran,  but  a 
good  one  and  we  were  thankful  for  that.  Several  of  the  last  wear's  Freshmen  who 
reported  for  practice  made  good  and  the  new  coming  S.  A.  T.  ('.  material,  all  first 
year  men.  had  a  sprinkling  of  good  men.  From  the  start  we  found  all  college  ac- 
tivities, especially  athletics,  sacrificed  for  the  greater  cause,  more  so  than  in  some 
sister  colleges,  and  we  found  our  men  battling  against  odds  in  the  majority  of  our 
games. 

The  opening  game  with  Iowa  was  played  in  a  wet.  sloppy  held  ;  our  men.  greatly 
outweighed,  battled  like  veterans.  Sanderson  and  Gowans  al  tackles  working  with 
new  guards  and  midget  ends,  proved  their  worth.  Hennen,  a  Freshman,  playing 
center,  did  wonderful  defensive  work. 

With  one  game  gone  and  experience  gained,  our  yearling's  met  Coe  at  Cedar 
Eapids  October  28th,  and  played  them  to  a  tie.  With  a  veteran  hacklield  and  equally 
experienced  line,  Coe  was  unable  to  score.  The  game  showed  a  marked  improvement 
in  our  backfield. 

In  the  Great  Lakes  game  our  men  met  men  of  experience,  some  of  them 
of  national  reputation.  Outweighed  by  at  least  twenty  pounds  to  the  man.  opposed 
by  giants,  our  ends  and  backfield  midgets  gritted  then'  teeth  and  went  to  it.  You 
Cornellians,  old  ami  new.  if  you  were  on  the  sidelines  watching  that  game  you  would 
have  felt  proud.  Just  think!  Those  Jackies,  some  ten  thousand  of  them  from  all 
over  the  states,  wound  up  by  yelling  for  Cornell.  "You  have  got  a  gritty  team"  was 
said  time  and  time  again. 

Augustana  played  at  Mount  Vernon  with  a  well  balanced  team,  ami  defeated 
Cornell  the  last  few  minutes  of  the  game. 

The  second  Coe  game,  played  at  Mount  Vernon,  proved  to  be  a  comedy  of  er- 
rors. Three  days  before  the  game  Cornell  sent  eight  of  her  best  men  to  Camp  Pike 
and  Camp  Grant.  The  absence  of  Hennen,  Gowans,  Hedges,  Johnson,  Curtis,  and 
Collard  of  the  regulars,  handed  an  easy  victory  to  Coe. 

But  realizing  that  the  weakness  of  the  team  was  because  of  her  national  loyalty. 
Cornell  refuses  to  feel  disappointed  in  the  1918  season.

The  season  opened  with  four  old  men  reporting  for  practice,  Sanderson, 
Byerly,  Eedges  and  Kidder.  Eurlburt,  star  forward  of  last  year's  Frosh 
team  was  also  ou1  for  the  firs!  call  for  candidates.  Within  a  few  weeks 
Kepler  returned  from  an  officers'  training  camp  and  a!  once  go1  into  action. 
Captain  Lemon  finally  received  his  II.  I>.  from  the  Great  Lakes  and  then 
last  year's  prospects  were  all  hack  bill  Hoadley. 

The  Basketball  season  of  191S-19  can  be  considered  a  success — winning  i  games 
and  losing  5.  One  of  these  by  a  one  point  margin.  The  first  game  was  with  the 
Officers'  team  of  Cam])  Dodg< — Cornel]  being  victorious  by  a  26-16  count.  The 
following  week  Des  Moines  was  beaten  23-8,  and  Coe  slipped  a  26-25  defeal  to  Blue 
and  Gray. 

The  following  week-end  the  team  joiirneveil  to  (Velar  Kail-  ami  I  >u  I  on  |iic.  tak- 
ing both  games,  the  first  from  the  State  Teachers'  25-23  ami  from  Dubuque  23-17. 
It  was  the  Dubuque  game  thai  pui   Byerly  out   lor  the  season  with  a  bad  knee. 

The  following  week  saw  Grinnell  succumb  to  a  31-16  talk,  hut  a  jinx  seemed  to 
then  strike,  for  three  games  were  lost  in  quick  succession — Simpson  37-19,  Dubuque 
22-17,  and  Iowa  23-6.  To  offsel  such  disheartening  circumstances,  the  team  over- 
came Simpson  26-21  and  tromeling  Grinnell  came  hack  with  a  10-15  scalp  under 
their  belt. 

The  last  game — in  Coe  Gym — with  300  Cornellian  rooters  present,  lie  Coeites 
pushed  a  29-23  defeat  onto  Cornell.  This  gave  Coe  a  call  for  the  State  Champion- 
ship and  Cornell  third  or  fourth  place. 

With  the  exception  of  Byerly  the  men  came  through  the  season  in  line  shape, 
although  Kidder  played  in  the  Coe  game  with  a  very  had  ankle.  Of  the  varsity 
material  for  next  year  are  Milholin,  Ensign,  Browning,  ffogle,  and  Sones.  Of  the 
old  men.  Byerly  ami  Lemon  are  lost  by  graduation,  and  with  Sanderson,  Kepler. 
Kidder.  Hurlburt  and  Hedges  left  Coach  Dosetf  bids  fair  to  have  a  Conference 
championship  team  for  1919-20.

X    L917,  Cornel]  took  the  state  chaiupioiisliiji  in  baseball.      In   L918  she  lost 
seven  out  of  a  possible  eight  games.      From  a  point  of  victories,  last  year's 
baseball  season  was  a  dismal  failure;  from  a  patriotic  standpoint,  it  was  a 
foj      war-time  success  ami  as  such  we  can  lie  duly  proud.     Seemingly  untimely 
^  ^H  enlistments  left  tbe  Cornell  nine  hopelessly  crippled  at  the  very  outset  of  a 
bard  season. 

When  Sherm  Finger  sounded  "First  ('all"  for  the  1918  baseball  season, 
nineteen  men  turned  out  for  formation.  Thirteen  of  these  were  rookies.  Tbe 
other  six.  who  had  seen  service,  were  Captain  Cot  Ktter.  Skin  Grigsby,  .lnm  Hoadley, 
Scoop  Hedges.  Stub  Hartwell.  and  l.'ollin  Baird.  It  was  hardly  expected  thai  Stub 
would  appear  in  spring  sports  on  account  of  the  ankle  which  he  hurl  during  foot- 
ball season  but  military  necessity  demanded  bis  presence  before  the  season  had  pro- 
ceeded far. 

Xone  of  tbe  veterans  who  responded  to  that  first  roll  call  had  aspirations  for 
honors  in  the  mound  position  or  behind  the  hat.  Various  and  sundry  Freshman 
batteries  appeared  on  the  scene  hut  none  seemed  to  quite  lill  the  need.  Xone  of 
them  seemed  to  measure  to  the  Byerly-Hughcs  combination  of  the  previous  year, 
nor  was  any  such  battery  found  during  the  season.  It  finally  resulted  in  the  brunt 
of  the  pitching  falling  on  Lemon  who  was  finally  drafted  into  the  game.  Jimmie 
Ballz  worked  out  behind  the  bat.  while  Ditto  and  Less  Moore  assisted  with  the  pill- 
heaving. 

The  season  was  formally  opened  at  Iowa  on  the  tenth  of  April.  It  was  here 
tbat  the  first  disaster  came.  It  was  IT  to  2.  .luin  Hoadley  pounded  out  a  bonier 
in  the  seventh,  which  was  the  surprise  of  the  game. 
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The  first  game  on  the  home  pasture  was  also  with  [owa,  the  next  week.  The 
final  loss  was  6  to  3. 

On  the  eighteenth,  Dubuque  took  us  on.  li  to  5. 

A  week  later,  the  twenty-fifth,  we  went  up  to  Cedar  Rapids  to  see  Coe.  We 
were  in  a  terrible  condition.  Cot  and  Jum  had  enlisted  in  the  tank  service,  and 
Baird  was  on  the  bench.  As  a  result  Chambers,  Sanderson,  and  Bartwell  went  into 
the  game.  The  team  seemed  to  take  a  new  lease  on  life  in  spite  of  their  misfor- 
tunes, and  came  onl  on  top  in  an  extra  inning,  1!  to  10. 

The  next  game  was  with  Ames  on  April  2 1 .  and  went  their  way  8  to  2.  The  first 
live  sessions  at  bat  went  0  to  0. 

On  the  fourth  of  May,  Coe  was  avenged  for  her  former  defeat — tune  in  to  ?. 
Cornell's  hits  were  scattered  and  all  came  at  the  wrong  tune. 

()n  the  tenth  we  dropped  one  of  the  closest  games  of  the  season  to  Ames  by  a 
score  of  4  to  "'. 

The  hist  game  of  the  season  was  a  third  one  with  Coe  and  was  stnged  at  Cedar 
Rapids.      It  went  to  the  up-river  boys  11  to  4. 

Thus  the  season  ended:  one  victory,  seven  defeats:  36  runs  for  the  home  team 
against  83  for  the  opponents. 
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The  1918  Track  Season

The  track  season  of  191S  began  with  but  three  veterans  in  the  line-up.  They  were 
Torrance  ami  K.  ('.  Smith  fur  the  distance  runs  and  Hehner  for  the  high  jump.  How 
ever,  under  Shernfx  coaching  a  good  track  team  composed  mostly  of  Freshmen,  was  de- 
veloped in  time  for  the  Iowa  meet,  (in  April  14th  [owa  brought  one  of  the  best  teams  she 
lias  had  in  years,  defeating  Sherni's  men  95  to  41.  K.  i '.  Smith  wen  the  hall'  mile.  Ilnrl 
hurt  led  in  the  quarter  for  4(i()  yards,  hut  hist.  Lemon  placed  second  in  the  high  hurdles 
and  third  in  the  low  hurdles.  In  the  field  events  Sanderson  took  the  shut  put,  heaving 
the  pill  43  feet  9  inches  and  also  toot  third  place  in  the  discuss. 

The  next  event  was  the  Drake  Relays.  Cornell  sent  a  team  composed  of  Torrance, 
K.  C.  Smith.  Browning  and  Hurlburt.  They  copped  second  place  for  the  sixth  time  in  as 
many  years. 

N'ext  came  the  annual  home  meet  with  its  usual  contribution  of  dark  horses  from  all 
four  classes.  K.  ('.  Smith  had  just  left  for  the  Army,  leaving  a  place  hard  to  fill.  The 
Freshmen  showed  real  vinegar  by  walking  off  with  Ml  points,  leaving  only  6S  for  the 
other  three  classes.  The  Juniors  insisted  on  having  second  place,  while  the  Seniors  and 
Sophs  tied  for  third.     O'Neil  pulled  down  individual   honors,  scoring  25  points. 

"  e  Conference  meet  Grinnell  won  first  with  (11  points.  Cornell  second  with  38  and 
&«.  .iicd  with  36.  O'Xeil  again  showed  up  well,  winning  11  points,  placing  second  tor  in- 
dividual honors,  lie  won  first  in  the  shot-put  anil  discuss,  second  in  the  high  jump  and 
fourth  in  the  high  hurdles.  De  la  Rue  came  in  third  in  I  he  100  yard  dash.  Torrance  first 
in  the  mile.  Browning  second  in  the  half  mile  and  Hurlburt  fourth  in  the  440. 

No  team  was  entered  in  the  State  meet,  because  the  men  being  mostly  Freshmen,  were 
ineligible. 

The  last  event  of  the  season  and  the  most  successful  was  the  ( 'oe  Dual  meet  at  Cedar 
Rapids  on  Saturday.  May  25th.  Going  contrary  to  all  predictions.  Cornell  won  easily 
S9  to  .'is.  taking  eleven  firsts  while  Cue  succeeded  iii  placing  more  than  one  man  in  only 
one  event.  Peisen  of  Cornell  won  individual  honors,  capturing  three  firsts  and  one  second, 
totaling  18  points.  He  was  hist  in  the  Km  and  220  yard  dashes,  first  in  the  broad  jump 
and    second    in    the   discus. 

Frentress  of  Coe  was  second  as  individual  point  winner  with  11  points  to  his  credit. 

Browning  won  the  mile  and  half  mile,  running  two  pretty  races.  Hehner  won  the 
high  hurdles  and  high  jump,  Bureh  the  two  mile  race,  ami  Sanderson  the  shot-put.  o'Neil 
got  first  in  the  discus.  Hurlburt  second  in  the  440  with  Dee  coming  in  for  third.  De  la  Rue 
took  third  place  in  both  dashes.  Lawrence  second  in  the  low  hurdles,  and  Johnson  second 
in  the  pole  vault,   reaching  10  feet.

"Each  for  all,  and  all  for  each,"  has  been  the  motto  of  the  Cornell  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
for  the  last  year.  Each  girl  has  fell  that  she  is  not  only  a  part  of  the  local  organ- 
ization, Inn  of  the  international  Y.  VV.  C.  A.  Not  only  have  the  association  Bible 
classes  presented  the  call  of  the  present  world  task,  but  there  have  been  an  unusually 
large  number  of  joinl  meetings  with  the  Y.  M.  ('.  A.,  at  which  representatives  of 
the  Centenary  Movement  spoke.  Must  important  of  all.  in  broadening  the  horizon 
of  every  student,  was  the  Centenary  Convention  held  here,  at  which  there  were 
delegates  from  the  Methodist  colleges  of  lour  states,  Nebraska,  South  Dakota, 
Minnesota,  ami  Iowa.  Thus,  as  the  need  of  each  country  was  more  clearly  under- 
stood, the  heart  of  each  girl  has  reached  out  to  France  ami  Belgium,  to  India  and 
China. 

Bui  the  Cornell  girl  has  not  only  been  thinking  of  future  service  in  foreign 
countries.  She  has  organized  successful  Eight  Weeks  Clubs;  she  has  gone  to 
neighboring  villages  to  share  with-the  High  School  girls  there  the  inspiration  which 
has  come  to  her:  she  has  attended  the  class  organized  for  the  study  of  the  problems 
of  the  social  worker.     She  has  Learned  that  service  begins  here  and  now. 

(In  the  campus,  the  association  has  stood  for  the  best  kind  of  good  times.  Be- 
sides the  annual  reception  for  new  uirls  held  in  Bowman  Hall  parlor,  there  were 
the  all-student  parties  in  which  the  Y.  YV.  ('.  A.  and  the  \Y.  S.  (J.  A.  joined  forces 
to  give  everyone  a  good  time. 

What  does  the  Blue  Triangle  stand  for  at  Cornell?  There  as  everywhere,  it 
stands  for  the  trained  heart,  the  trained  mind,  the  trained  hand,  all  devoted  to  the 
service  of  Christ,  the  center  of  all. 
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The  Y.  M.  C.  A. 


The  Y.  \\.  ('.  A.  as  a  college  institution  was  not  conspicuous  as  such  during 
i  hi'  first  term  of  the  present  school  vear.  The  S.  A.  T.  ('.  organization,  which  be- 
numbed numerous  regular  college  activities,  was  destructive  to  the  work  which 
rlir  ^i  .  M.  ordinarily  undertakes  at  that  time.  Being  at  it  was  a  branch  of  the 
military  service,  it  was  administered  by  Secretary  Harold  A.  Smith,  who  came  here 
from  Cam])  Dodge,  lie  furnished  the  men  the  necessary  entertainment,  established 
the  movies  in  the  chapel,  provided  the  pamphlets  furnishd  by  the  Army  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
and  stood  by  the  men  in  every  wav.  An  evidence  of  his  good  work  is  the  fact  that 
the  college  deemed  him  necessary  and  retained  him  after  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  was 
demobilized. 

The  second  term  opened  with  a  gradually  increasing  number  of  the  old  men 
returning.  The  Cabinet  had  been  elected  and  early  in  the  term  the  appointive 
offices  were  filled.  Plans  were  at  once  made  to  "carry  on"  in  the  same  manner  as 
in  former  years.  However,  it  was  realized  thai  the  V.  M.  must  present  a  religious 
program  that  was  more  real,  more  vital,  and  re  genuine  than  had  ever  been  at- 
tempted before. 

The  regular  Thursday  night  and  the  Sunday  morning  discussion  groups  have 
been  struggling  to  re-define  and  revitalize  the  type  of  Christianity  the  men  live. 

It  was  the  earnest  desire  of  those  mosl  interested  in  the  Y.  M.  to  have  everv 
man  a  member,  and  to  give  that  member  the  advantages  of  group  discussion,  that 
his  vision  might  be  broadened,  that  there  might  be  a  life  purpose  established,  that 
the  same  Christ  spirit  which  is  striving  to  exist  between  nations  would  exist  on 
( 'ornell's  campus. 
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The  Pep  Club 


The  Pep  Club  since  it  first  originated  in  the  Fall  of  191]  has  been  the  chief 
upholder  of  the  true  spirit  thai  works  for  the  best  interests  of  Cornell.  Always 
working  under  high  pressure  the  Pep  Club  found  it  necessary  to  apply  double  pres- 
sure this  Fall  and  iill  the  places  made  vacant  by  war  demands.  The  Club  with 
ranks  filled  once  more  and  with  the  wholesome  optimism  and  downright  hard  work 
adequately  fulfilled  the  needs  of  the  football  season  by  arranging  mass  meetings. 

The  return  of  the  old  members  found  the  Pep  Club  full  of  the  old  tune  pep- 
per as  was  amply  shown  by  the  New  Year's  Stunts  which  buried  the  tragedies  of 
the  old  year  and  prophesied  great  things  for  the  future  by  the  marriage  of  Miss 
Loval  Cornellian  to  Mr.  Would-Be-Successful  New  year. 

The  advent  of  the  Student  Council  made  the  Pep  Club  a  thing  of  the  past. 
At  all  times  ready  and  willing  to  take  up  the  suggestions  offered  to  aid  every  pub- 
lie  benefit,  and  realizing  the  greater  possibilities  in  the  Student  Conned,  the  Pep 
Club  gladly  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  and  boosted  for  the  Student  Council.  The 
Club  celebrated  the  disbandmeni  in  an  altogether  fitting  and  proper  way  by  a  ban- 
quet at  the  Montrose  and  box  seats  at  the  Majestic.

A  iiimilicr  of  students  and  faculty  members  who  were  intei'ested  in  tilings  international 
met  mi  Friday  afternoon,  January  17.  1919,  r < .  discuss  the  possibilities  of  forming  a  local 
chanter  of  the  Cosmopolitan  Club.  The  assembly  was  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  idea, 
and  after  due  consideration  proceeded  to  form  themselves  into  such  a  club,  elect  officers 
and  appoint  a  constitution  committee. 

The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  club  was  held  February  11.  with  an  address  by  Dr. 
Flint  as  a  "curtain  raiser."  The  club  meets  bi-monthly  and  considers  things  of  an  in- 
ternational interest.  Its  motto  is  "World  Citizenship."  A  lively  interest  has  been  shown 
in  the  club.  It  now  has  a  membership  of  over  sixty  representing  the  following  thirteen 
countries:  United  States.  Canada.  England,  France.  Russia.  Norway.  Japan,  China. 
India.  Chili.  Bolivia.  Panama  and  St.  Thomas  Islands. 

The  idea  of  a  Cosmopolitan  Club  was  originated  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin  about 
sixteen  years  ago  when  the  foreign  students  at  that  university  formed  such  a  club.  The 
idea  spread  to  other  colleges  until  it  is  now  nation-wide,  and  has  sent  a  representative 
to  the  peace  conference  in  Europe. 
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The  Student  Council 


Fur  years  Cornell  lias  felt  the  need  of  an  organization,  wholly  representative  of  the 
student  body,  which  might  mure  closely  unite  the  students,  voice  their  opinions  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  school,  and  help  promote  that  old  traditional  Cornell  spirit.  It  was  to  meet 
this  need  that  the  "Cornell    Student    Body"   was  created. 

Four  officers  and  sixteen  Council  Members  were  elected  March  3,  1919.  with  Kollin 
Baird  as  President.  In  order  to  insure  the  election  of  more  competent  anil  mature  leaders, 
membership  in  the  Council  was  taken  only  from  the  Junior  ami  Senior  classes — they  being 
better  acquainted  with  both  the  problems  and  traditions  of  the  college  than  the  Sophomore 
and  Freshman  classes.  The  Junior  members  will  continue  to  bold  office  in  the  next 
school  year. 

The  duties  of  this  Student  Body  though  not  yet  clearly  defined,  shall  lie  as  varied  as 
are  the  interests  in  the  school — touching  upon  athletics,  debating,  religion  and  vocational 
conferences,  in  addition  to  the  less  favorable  duty  of  exercising  self-government. 

It  may  even  be  possible  that  a  friendly  relationship  with  Coe  he  established  in  the  dim 
and  distant  future  through  this  group.  The  Student  Council  which  achieves  this  desirable 
end  may  rightly  feel  rewarded  for  its  efforts,  and  justified  in  its  existence  by  the  accom- 
plishment of  this  one  thing. 

Although  the  Council  is  just  organized,  the  momentum  already  attained  will  hear  wit- 
ness to  the  success  of  this  organization.  The  favor  witli  which  it  has  met.  both  in  the 
eyes  of  the  students  and  the  faculty,  and  the  enthusiasm  of  its  members  present  every  hope 
of  it.  filling  a  large  place  in  the  future  Cornell.
